The recent convention of freethinkers developed 
the curious fact that there are freethinkers who 
yearn for a creed and a pope. Chairman John R. 
Charlesworth had formulated a resolution begin- 
ning with the words, “We believe,” and virtually 
setting up Ernst Haeckel, the great German bi- 
as head of a new cult—religious only in 
its enthusiastic opposition to all other organized 
religions. — 

Monism and Haeckel was to be the war cry of 
the new cult, whieh only failed of materialization 
because no creed or hero worship could live in 
the atmosphere of the convention.

own, Haeckel and his interpretation of monism 
ought to suit them very well.

Have we at 
length reached the end? 

The decision of the Court stands as a victory for 


the law, for the Government and for the people; 


but what will be the effect of the victory? Not 
yet can we call.it a Waterloo.

Not content with reclaimirg sawdust to ways of 
usefulness and adding it to the list of best sell- 
ers among foods, causing’corn to masquerade in, 
strange and delightful guises, bringing wheat 
into fame as a blood maker and proving that rye 
and barley may be useu to intoxicate the appetite 
without affecting the brain, the genius ef the place 
has put bran in the schedule of things humanely 
useful. 
Bran, heretofore the aespised refuse of wheat 
flour—the broken coat of the golden grain, bolted 
out of all claim to affinity with the snowy meal— 
contains that which makes a food for man rather 
than beast. Properly treated and baked into bis- 
cuits, it contains not only nutriment in those pro- 
portions of proteids, fats and carbohydrates which 
the human system neé¢ds and craves, but that 
which satisfies:the eye and the palate and causes 
the flow of appetite and gastric juices, a pro- 
ceeding essential to the cxtraction of all the nour- 
ishment. 
In an era Of advancing prices and exorbitant 
cost of living to put bran—ever cheap and plenty— 
on the menu of the poor is a charitable as well as 
a dietetic triumph. To Dr. John H. Kellogg, pre- 
mier purveyor of foods to their highnesses, the 
American people, we extend congratulations and 
thanks as well. He is the one competitor and 
rival of the Beef Trust. If his counsel were 
taken and his advice followed that iniquitous 
combination of greed and overcapitalization would 
soon be, where a fearful Government can’t put 
it—in the opaque limbo of oblivion. In these 
days beefsteak is something to dream of: but 
bran biscuits are within the reach of all. 
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There was much complaint al] through. the sum- 
mer of the rude way in which Collector Loeb and 
his minions handled the baggage of tourists re- 
turning from Europe; but he is now redeeming 
his fame. The’ record already made in the inves- 
tigation of the sugar frauds at the Custom House 
in New York has given him high presti@@ as a 
reformer who really means to reform something.

Plying between New York and Boston 
and Savannah. It is known as the Sa- 
vannah line, and the business it carried 
from New York and Boston was former- 
ly routed from Savannah to Birming- 
ham on the Central of Georgia Railroad, 
tlence to Memphis via the Frisco, and 
in various directions from Memphis, ac- 
cording to the destination of the freight.

in Constantinople, where a special com- 
mission is now trying to find out who 
stole it from the Yildiz Kiosk.

with an indefinable something they 
could not have acquired at home. 

“Tf it were within my power 1 
would see that every young man and 
every young woman in the country 
had a taste of university life. I should 
not insist that they get that taste 
of college training in separate in- 
stitutions. 

“Co-education is an excellent thing, 
especially for the young men. 

“A high duty is imposed upon the 
headsaof all universities where co- 
education exists to look after the 
welfare of the stadents. Dormito- 
ries should be provided for the giris 
and complete supervision of the 
social] life of the untversity should be 
maintained by the college authori- 
ties. The effect is bound to be bene- 
ficial. It makes the girls womanly 
and it makeg the boys gentlemen. 

‘Tniversity life, I believe, should 
be put forward two years; that is, 
I would require atwo years’ collegiate 
training from boys and girls before 
they take up real university work. 

“T believe that a man should be no 
more than 25 years old when he is 
prepared to enter one of the profes- 
sions and 22 or 23 years old at the 
most for other walks of life. The 
theory that men should spend 30 
years or more of their life in pre- 
paring for work has never appealed 
to me. 

“This is essentially a day for young 
men. They are more in demand than 
ever they were before, but the young 
men that are wanted are those that are 
trained, loyal and sober-minded.

WATCH SAFELI 
DROPPED FROM 
RACING TRAIN 


New Service for Delivering 
Mail at Sixty-Mile Clip to 


Have Government Test. 


A device for delivering mail from a 
train at full speed, invented and pat- 
ented by Henry Hoffman of 4608 South 
Hroadway, will have a public test this 
week before Postoffice Departmeiit rep- 
resentatives and railroad men. 

Hoffman says that in private tests, on 
the Kirkwood branch of the Missouri 
Pacific, he delivered his watch, wrapped 
in tissue paper, from «@ train at 60 miles 
an hour, and reoovered it unscratched. 
He then discharged 10 bottles filled with 
water and inclosed in wrappers of cor- 
rugated paper from a car going 60 miles 
an hour, and not a bottle was broken. 

The inventor believes his contrivance 
will make it possible for small: towns 
along the route of such trains as the 
24-hour flyer from St. Louls to New 
York to enjoy their mail privileges 
without the sacrifice of a secend of 
speed, and with perfect safety to the 
most fragile consignments. 

His device consists of three parts. The 
first is the discharger, in which mail 
bags and packages are placed and from 
which they are shot out of the car into 
the second part, the receiver. The thira 
part is a rail, about % feet long, which 
curves nine inches away from the track. 
The discharger is actuated by a lever, 
which hangs near the track, and which 
is operated when it engages the curved

All Badne Ss in Boys and Giris 
Is Ascribed to Three.Causes. 


' “All cases of badness in children which come 
to the notice or who are apprehended by the 
Juvenile Court may be ascribed to three causes 
and assigned to three classes,” says Mr. Baldwin. 
“The neglected, the physically or mentally defi- 
cient and those who just happen to get caught.” 

There is the intimation that there is maybe a 
still larger class which doesn’t “happen to gct 
caught.” : | 

It is argued for the intelligent and successful 
disciplinary methods of the Juvenile Court that 
it is their misfortune they are not caught. 

That’s why Mr. Baldwin, speaking for his as- 
sociates, was willing that a little publicity be 
thrown upon these methods, believing it would 
be quite generally beueficial and would 2ncourage 
the co-operation of all citizens who hav2 the in- 
terests of future men and women at heart. 

“The Post-Dispatch is most benign in. agreeing 
to discourage publicity of Juvenils Court proceed- 
ings in consideration of its ill effect upon the 
youngsters who, with their misguided conceptions, 
would see only fame and glory with the pub?ica- 
tion of their names in the paper.

WASHINGTON, Nov. %.—“Ninetyy 
days out of a man’s life is a pretty steep 
price to pay for the dubious honor of 
being one of the only eight men who 
ever served a jail sentence from the 
‘highest tribunal on earth,’” was the 
comment of Luther Williams, one of the 
Tennesseeans now serving sentences in 
the District Jail for having, stood in 
contempt of the mandate of the Su- 
preme. Court of the United States. 
The six n now in custody are 
charged with failure to protect a negro 
prisoner who was hanged at Chatta- 
nooga. 
A Post-Dispatch correspondent spent 
Friday with the prisoners. It was 4 
pleasant sort of day. Arriving at the 
jail the Post-Dispatch man was ush- 
}ered up to the big room in the secluded 
west wing. The room is 9 feet long and 
15 feet wide, with a lofty ceiling. Hx- 
Stieriff Shipp introduced himself with 
the characteristic grace of an ante- 
bellum! Seuthern gentleman. Then he 
introduced the other members of his 
‘party. They looked well fed and com- 
fortable,, but as they are all used to 
outdoor life they chafe under the re- 
straint. 
Happyt Not a Bit. 
“Everybody here says, ‘I’m glad to 
see you,’”’ said the Sheriff. ‘‘Now, I’m 
really glad to see you, but not here. 
Yes, we are very comfortable, but we 
are not a bit happy. It might be a 
whole lot worse than it is. Indeed, there 
is nothing to cOmplainh of in the way we 
aré treated or in.the food or the comfort 
of the place, or anything else. It is 
only that we don’t fike being in jail.

The 
rule is modified in behalf of the Tennes- 
seeans. Their callers are told that they 
can have just a few minutes; then the 
jail officials conveniently forget to tell 


them when to leave. 

At 8 o’clock a steaming dinner was 
brought in. It consisted of beef stew, 
whitebread and stewed apples. it was 
an.ample meal and appetizing. There 
are but two meals a day on the jail 
program, but there is enough to last a 
long while. 

All afternoon the casino game and the 
conversation continued. As evening 





came on the gas jets were tighted. Wuar- 
den McKeen had permitted the prisoners 








to have light in their rooms -until. 10 
Pp» m, There was some letter-writing. 
The district jail’s regulations permit the 
writing of letters to members of families 
and legal advisers. Every letter is sent 
to the jail office unsealed. Ali must be 
reviewed by the warden or assistant 
before mailing. The same is true of in- 
coming mail—every lettér must be 
opened and read. 

Warden McKeen is congratulating 
himself that the arrival of his Ténnessee 
“guests” antedates that of Gompers, 
Mitchell and Morrison—if the latter do 
orrive—to rerve their sentence for stend- 
ing in contempt of the injunction of 
Judge Gould in. the Buck Stove and 
Range Co. case. 

“I am able, through the incarceration 

of these- gentlemen, to establish a 
Precedent in the matter of contempt 
prisoners,” said the warden. “Long be- 
fore my day, Hallet Kilbourne, a Wash- 
ington newspaper man, was confined 
here, charged with contempt of a man- 
date of the United States Senate. 

“BE. R. Chapman, a New York banker, 
served 30 days for refusing to testify in 
the matter of some leaks in the com- 
mittee when the Wilson tariff bill was 
in the Senate. Beyond that we have no 
precedents and in the subjection of the 
Tennesseeans to the regular jail regime 
I am establishing my own precedents. 
If Gompers and. his associates are sent 
down here, they will receive just the 
same treatment as Sheriff Shipp and his 
friends are getting.”

‘highest tribunal on earth,’” was the 
comment of Luther Williams, one of the 
Tennesseeans now serving sentences in 
the District Jail for having, stood in 
contempt of the mandate of. the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. 

The six n now. in custody are 
charged with fallure to protect a negro 
prisoner who was hanged at Chatta- 
nooga. 

A Post-Dispatch correspondent spent 
Friday with the prisoners. It was 4 
pleasant sort of day. Arriving at the 
jail the Post-Dispatch man was ush-

west wing. The room is 34 feet long and 
15 feet wide, with a lofty ceiling. Ex-

the Hquor interest in successful and 
the rank and file of the party follow it, 
Mr. Bryan expects to find nimeeie again 
at the head of the party with a living 
issue, but should the Democrats of the 
country fail to rally to his cry against 
the whisky interest, Mr. Bryan’s future 
course is problematic. 

The announcement of this step will be 
made in a series of articles which Mr. 
Bryan has already prepared and which 
will soon be published, in which he 
makes the most bitter attack on saloon 
and whisky interests of which he is 
capable. To those who have been per- 
mitted to read these articles, it is plain 
that Mr. Bryan has exhausted his vo- 
cabulary of vituperatives in his char- 
acterization of the whisky trade. 

And while these bitterly denunciatory 
articles are appearing in print, Mr. Bry- 
an will be in South America, far from 
the sting which will be contalned in the 
answers made by his former friends. 

To Involve the Party. 

At the outset, Mr. Bryan's declaration 
of independence to the whisky interests 
is to be confined to the State of Ne- 
braska, but afterward it is to be extend- 
ed to other states until the national 
Democratic party has either declared for 
prohibition or. has refused to so declare. 

With the South, the stronghold of 
Democracy, already practically on the 
side of prohibition and believed ready 
to fall in line and adopt the new issue, 
Mr. Bryan will wage his fiercest battles 
in the North and West, where he ex- 
pects to develop sufficient strength to 
enable him to write a prohibition plank 
in the next national platform. 

Mr. Bryan lays his defeat in former 
campaigns to the liquor interests which, 
he believes, Nas made use of the Demo- 
cratic party whenever that party was 
needed by the whisky interest and at 
other times has “knifed’’ the Democratic 
candidates on all sides. For the sake of 
party harmony, Mr. Bryan has main- 
tained a stiil tongue and has never 
taken a stand against the whisky in- 
terest.

Suspicion was directed at Mc- 
Millan because of a “‘worm’’ and fur- 
nace found on his farm, which adjoins 
that of Hearst. Mrs. Hearst roundly 
denounced McMillan as a traitor. He 
was himself a deputy United States 
Marshall 30 years ago, and was horse- 
whipper by the local Ku-Klux-Klan for 
his activities against moonshiners. 

McMillan will be taken to Cape Girar- 
deau tomorrow. It is believed Hearst 
got wind of the raid, for he has not 
been found.

Northern Securities Case Cited 
to Prove That Decision Is Just 


It must be so construed as to abate 
the mischief it was passed to destroy 
and to promote the remedy it pro- 
vided. It was enacted, not to stifle, 
but to foster, competition, and its 
true construction is that while un- 
lawful means to monopolize and’ to 
continue an unlawful monopoly of 
interstate and international com- ° 
merce are misdemeanors ang enjoin- 
able under it, monopolies of part of 
interstate and international com- 
merce by legitimate competition, 
however successful, are not de- 
nonuced by the law and may not be 
forbidden by the courts. 

The Court declared that in the case 
under consideration the combination in 
restraint of trade and its continued ex- 
ecution with the illegal means by which 
the defendants combinea to monopolize 
a part of interstate and international! 
commerce and by which they have ob- 
tained an unlawful monopoly on a sub- 
stantial part of it, constitutes a clear 
arid complete violation of both the first 
and second sections of the anti- trust 
act.

It took us several min- 
utes to make much headway into the 
obstruction. Finally I, who had been 
in the rear, came forward and with a 
shovel relieved one of the men who had 
become tired out. 

“It was a weird scene. The lights of

“ ‘Now, let’s stop and listen again,’ 
said Powell.

Have you got 
some lunch out there?’ 

“TI crawled up as near the hole as I 
could witHout interfering with the men. 
‘“‘God bless you men, we will get 
you out In @ minute and give you all 
the lunch you can eat. Be patient as 
you can.’ 

‘J could not see anything back in 
there for the men were in total dark- 
ness, so I climbed back and prayed 
that God would make the number we 
were about to rescue from the living 
grave as many as possible. 

“By that time the hole was wide open 
and a dozen pair of glistening eyes 
shining out from black faces appeared 
in view. 

‘‘We kept yelling to the men to keep 
up their courage, promising them that 
the way would soon pbe clear and the 
cage in the hoisting shaft was down 
and ready to carry them to the sur- 
face. 

“One of the men inside answered back, 
‘Most of us are all right and feeling 
fine, but there is one poor fellow here— 
a Frenchman cailed Frank—who is al- 
most gone and I’m afraid he will be 
dead in a few minutes if he doesn’t get 
some fresh air.’ 

‘When the pile of dirt finally tum- 
bled, some of the men were staggered 
by the inrush of air and the lights from 
For, during seven days 
they had lived in total darkness. 
‘With a shout we jumped over and 
met them, throwing our arms around 
their necks and almost lifting them 
from their feet. Their joy was inex- 
pressable. They pounded us on our 
backs and continued to laugh and cry 
aloud until the whole place reverberated 
with the cheering. 


Men Insisted on Walking. 
“We wanted to carry the men to the 


hoisting shaft in our arms, but they 
insisted they were strong and well 
enough to walk out themselves. The 
only trouble was they were practically 
blinded by the torchlight. We threw 
blankets over their heads and started to 
escort them. 

‘My first concern was te get after the 
poor little Frenchman who was report- 
ed dying. I found him outstretched on 
his back breathing hig last. Holding a 
torch over his face, which was black 
from soot, I said: ‘Do you give your 
soul to God?’ 

“He answered: ‘Yes, I am afraid I 
will never get up alive.’ 

“That was true. I administered the 
last sacrament and in a minute he was 
dead. 

“I then joined the others walking 
toward the shaft, where occurred one 
of the greatest acts of heroism I have 
ever heard or read of. It can hardly 
be believed. 

‘Walter Waite, one of a men we 
rescued, on hearing that there were 
others alive in another part of the 
mine, threw off the blanket with which 
we had covered his head and shouted: 
‘Well, then, by God I am not going 
out of this mine until I get the others.’ 

“We remonstrated, saying for’Him to 
remain down there longer would mean 
his death. 

“We will take you up to the fresh 
air and give you some warm food, and 
then maybe we will let you help us 
do the rest of the work,’ but Waite 
protested and we actually had to force 
him into the cage. All the way up 
he shouted: ‘Let me go ow and help 
get the others up.’ 

“All this time those on the surface 
had, as during ‘the last three or four 
days, @ firm conviction that everybody 
in the mine was dead. Nobody con- 
ceived of any other possibility, It was 
a great joy then to cry up the shaft: 
‘We've got some men alive, Hoist

“after the chamber was sealed we sét 
to work hunting for dynamite and pow- 
der in order that we could make some wey was 
noise to let the people above know we HE wives of + 
were still alive, but we could not find miners wee : 
any. We searched all over the cham- to see th an 
ber; under stones and other places til the physicians 4 
where some of the miners might have were ready to leave ¢ 
hidden powder. 

“Then we shouted and yelled, thinking 
maybe the sounds might carry to the 
main shaft. But we stopped this after 
a while, when we realized that all the 
yelling we might do would attract the 
attention of no one at the top. 

“Tt was a case of just sitting around 
doing nothing. One of the boys told a 
story, and a few of us managed to 
laugh. ba 

“Then someone else told a story, and]: 
for a while we were high-spirited and 
felt good. We kept away from any talk 
about dying. The main thing was to 
keep up the nerve of everybody as 
much as possible.

I told him I did, and I 
started down the road toward the 
cage to see what was the matter. 
We were working in vein No. 2, on 
the northwest side.

We went 
way back to the end of the mine, 
end then closed ourselves in one oi 
the chambers which had four gal- 
leries: We had our lamps and kept 
them lit.

“On Monday our lights would not 
burn, and from then until today we 
were in darkness. I would have given 
a month’s pay for a loaf of bread. We 
managed to get enough water from the 
sides of the gallery for the first few 
days, but soon this gave out and we 
thought we would have to die of thirst. 
One of the men said: — ; 

“ ‘There is lots. of water in this loose 
coal lying around, if we could only 
squeeze it out.’ Several men _ tried 
sucking handeful of coal from the floor 
and in this way moisténed their lips 
and tongues, 

Twenty Attempts to Escape. 

“After awhile we all did this. That's 
the way we quenched our thirst. In all 
we made about twenty attempts to get 
out, but it was no use. This morning 
seven of us started out of the room,

A buggy was outside the door and 
the little fellow was bundled into it, 
trembling, unable to speak with excite- 
ment.

William Hynds, one of the entombed 
miners, told the story of their fight. 
Except for the effects of the gases and 
the lack of food, he. is perfectly well, 
and was able to go home. 

Wondered at Delay. 

“We never expected to get out alive,’’ 
he said. ‘“‘We wondered why the work 
of discovering whether men were in 
the mine or not had been delayed. We 
broke our picks and shovels in trying to 
fight our way out. Then we were in 
darkness. 

“I told the men to stick and that 
they would be all right. .The cave at the 
south end of the vein was what saved 
us. The smoke nevér reached us. There 
was enough oxygen for us all, and we 
divided up the food and ate meals once 
a day until all the food was gone. I 
don’t know how long ago that was. 2 
haven’t- any idea of time. 

““‘We picked a hole in the rift of the 
coal wall and drank the water that 
trickled down. It was so sickening that 
some of them suffered awful agonies, 
but it relieved our thirst.”’ 

Josephine Lidecks, one of the best- 
known girls in Cherry, ran from one 
Shaft to another, shrieking and hys- 
terical, when she heard that her two 
brothers, Joseph, 21, and Frank, 16, had 
been found alive. 

“God is great!’’ she screamed.

How Men Were Kept Alive. 
Most of the rescued men owe their 
lives to George Eddy, one of the mine 
examiners, who was below when the 
fire was discovered. He gathered about 
the men who were saved into one com- 
pany. ‘ Acting under his direction, they 
built their barrier against death and, 
encouraged through the long vigil by his 
cheerfulness and g00d counsel they 
waited the more hopefully for rescue. 
hey had no explosives and could do 
nothing to draw the attention of work- 
ers except to knock ‘on the walls of 
their self-constructed prison. 

Mr. Eddy was in as good condition 
as any of the rescued men and after he 
had been taken to the surface and fed 
and had grown accustomed to the pure 
air which had been denied him for a 
week, he told his story of rescue. 

“I was in the second vein when I 
learned that the mine was on fire. My 
first action was to try and reach the 
main shaft,” said Mr. Eddy. “I found 
this blocked by the fite and already 
bodies of many men were on the ground. 
All of them evidently had been suffo- 
cated. I did not try to go farther. 
Something told me that if I attempted 
to pass that fire barrier my death was 
certain. 

“Turning, I made my way back te the 
entrance of the third vein. I realized 
the danger of getting mixed up with 
the smoke. I shouted to the men to 
warn them of their danger. I even 
aprang in. front of some of them and 
tried to hold them back. Many were 
crazed with fright, and they pushed 
me, only to fall when they reached the 
heavy smoke.

Fortunately the prisoner still had a 
practically unimpaifed plug of tobacco. 
From this they extracted all the nour- 
ishment possible and then swallowed 
the quid. This diet kept the stomach in 
s0 feverish a condition that for the five 
days the tobacco.lasted he felt no hun- 
ger pangs. The leather band of his cap 
was pressed into service as a substi- 
tute for tobacco and as a destroyer of 
appetite served quite as well as to- 
bacco. His gloves followed. 

“It wasn’t very sustaining,” said Sem- 
merich, “and I got pretty weak, but it 
was better than being hungry all the 
time.”’

CASH SITUATION 


Light Stocks and Kindred Factors 
Promote Moderate Upward 
Movement. 


Wheat values held steady last week. 
As is usual when the time fer delivery 
on an important position draws neat, 
the market resolved itself into a wait- 
ing affair. It was practically stagnant 
much of the time. The demand did not 
possess any particular force, but, with 
Offerings kept in check by the fear of 
possible congestion, it was made ef- 
fective of a somewhat higher range. 
Cash wheat prices were firm, but dull, 
ard the coarse grains were sluggish, 
steady. 

There were no important changes in 
the situation and no pit operations pos- 
sessing the least semblance of anima- 
tion occurred. Uninteresting conditions 
prevailed threughout. The close on fu- 
tures was %c to 1%@%e higher for 
the week, the advance being in the 
December option. 

Cola Weather Favorable. 

The weather has becdéme generally 
cold. This tends to prevent @ rank 
growth of the winter wheat crop, which 
was becoming imminent. — Plentiful 
moisture had been furnished the plant 
and it is now entering the winter sea- 
gon under the most propitious condi- 
tions, The acreage sown is large. No 
complaints regarding the State of the 
plant have been received from any part 
of the belt. 

Climatic conditions also favored the 
movement, but the country element ap- 
parently has ceased selling. At any 
rate, receipts in all positions showed «@ 
sharp falling off. Arrivals at the ter 
minals are still of a comparatively good 
volume, but they reveal a marked re- 
duction from the recent run and are 
less than those of the corresponding 
week a year ago. ; 

‘Stecks, especially of the contract 
grades, are extremely light. They are 
still decreasing and, for the first time 
in months, the total domestic visible 
shewed a reduction, not @ large one— 
683,000 bu—but it was sufficient to reflect 
a general tendency. There was little ac- 
tivity in flour er in the export busi- 
ness, but a cash demand of eneugh vol- 
ume to absorb the offerings in the sam- 
ple market existed. Millers control 
quite a liberal pertion of the supplies 
and the belief that they ewn a sufficient 
amount of wheat for the requirements 
tended to curtail the legitimate demand 
for the cash article, but it furthered 
apprehension of dn inadequate supply 
for the filling contracts and encouraged 
ehort purchases beth in the pit and the 
cash market. Cash prices did net show 
any life or any extended movements, 
put they were well supported through- 
out. 

Toward the last of the week Ne. 2 
red wheat sold at $1.22 to $1.25, No. 3 red 
wheat at $1.18@1.23, No. 4 red wheat at 
$1.06 to $1.15, Ne. 2 hard wheat at $1.06 to 
$1.14, No. 8 hard wheat at $1.06 to $1.07, 
and No. 4 hard at ec to $1.02. 

Prices Abroad Steady. 

Foreign markets were generally in & 
firm position. It was this unresponsive- 
ness te the occasional mild recessions in 
America that helped maintain steady 
levels on this side. The support abroad 
was based almost entirely on bullish 
spot cenditions. 

Statistics, at least those of world 
scope, were very beafish. World's ship- 
ments were the largest on record, show- 
ing @ liberal increase over the heavy 
movernent of the previous week and be- 
ing almost double the nominal volume of 
a year ago. They amounted to 17,836,000 
bu. Ocean passage supplies increased 
over 2,000,000 bu. Russia, .with over %,- 
000,000 bu, and America with almost 
6,000,000 bu, were the principal contrib- 
utors to the world movement. 

Liverpool found bullish solace in these 
jfigures in the fact that a very small 
| proportion, comparatively, was headed 
for the United Kingdom. That country 
all season has received an unusually 
small amount of the liberal exports 
from Russia. Stocks in Liverpool are 
very light-and are decreasing. Manitoba 
offerings there were in firm inquiry 
and were strongly held. The colder 
weather in Great Britain, presaging a 
larger consumption, also aided in sup- 
porting values. 

As against these factors, there were 
very favorable crop and weather ad- 
vices from Argentine, Russia, Australia 
and India, but they resulted only in 
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cash demand for corn was steady. 
There is a large opén short interest in 
corn, but there is, as yet, little tendency 
to cover, except in small amounts and 
on the sags. 


Sufficient support was gerérated, 
however, to held values steady, and the 
close showed no important net. éhanges.

Seldom have 
football fatalities occurred in the big 
institutions of our country. Most of, 
ithem have taken place in the minor 
schools, colleges and academies, and 
in games in which the players were 
unconditioned and untrained. 
Football is no “pink tea” affair, and 
men and boys should surely be in 
proper condition before indulging. 
Football is no more “brutal” than 
other sports, but certainly it appeays 
to be. When the spectators witness 
two elevens coming head-on, they 
gain the impression that brutality is 
the intent of the game. But in fact, 
the very opposite is true. The aim of 
the team with the ball is to avoid 
and pass by the players of the de- 
fending side in order to cross their 
goal line, since this is the only way 
of winning. : 
To say that .there is no chance to 
be injured in a game is absurd, of 
course, but nevertheless many casual- 
ties are avoidable. Most of the se- 
rious accidents are due to ignorance 
or the carelessness of those in charge. 
However, most coaches, trainers and 
Girectors are not reprehensible in 
this regard. Those that are blame- 
worthy are rapidly being eliminated. 
In the good old days the game was 
infinitely rougher and the tactics em- 
ployed less scrupulous, 
Today most of the big elevens have 
fraternizing banquets the night ‘be- 
The officials are also 
chosen by a central board and can- 


not be reached by interested ent * 
asts. The extra officials aloo yond 


terlally aid in making the game 
clean. 
ACOIDENTS DUE TO 
NEGLIGENT COACHING 
HE accompanying illustrations 
show, to some extent, how acai- 
dents take place. Many coaches 
fail to teach their men how to properly 
tackle, drop on the ball, and how to 
fall when carrying the ball. Owing to 
this ignorance many aré hurt who oth- 
erwise would be perfectly safe. 
illustration No. I shows what is 
commonly known as ‘“‘piling up.” It 
also clearly shows the man with the 
ball in the most dangerous position 
that he can assume, when brought to 
the ground by a tackle.. He is on his 
back with his kees up and his abdomen 
fully exposed to the force of the de- 
fensive players’ attack. One player has 
his knee on his chest and the others 
have him by the legs. Result—his chest 
could be caved in and his leg broken. 
Of course, these serious injuries are 
often avoided by the whistle of the 
referee, failure to heed which is pun- 
ished by a penalty of 175 yards, or 4is- 
qualification, Some coaches instruct the 
player who falls with the ball in this 
position to kick at the defending play- 
ers, This instruction is brutal, indeed, 
and the coach who advises such methods 
should be debarred from the field, 
Other coaches teach their men to 
make vicious tackles just after the 
whistle blows and when the unsuspect- 
ing opponent is relaxed in every mus- 
cle. This usually puts the attacked play- 
er out of the game. It is usually ent- 
ployed to “lay out’ the star of the 
opposing team. , . 
Some years ago .the Carlisle Indians 
used a plan called the “double tackle.” 
Generally it was made use of to ‘get 
the man catching punts. One end would 
make a diving tackle at the player's 
shoulders and the other at his Knees, 
and give him a gentie twist. As far as

When a team attempts to make, the 
required 10 yards in three trials by pure 
mass or direct plays, or by what 
coaches term the dld ‘army game,” they 
are attempting the almost impossible, 
with evenly matched elevens. 


Football rules are a/l right as they 
stand, but coaches generally have not 
progressed as much as the rule makers. 
Right today, four years after the new 
rules are out, coaches are still using 
the ‘‘old army game.’’ The Yale-Prince- 
ton battle was a travesty on new foot- 
ball and its possibilities. Scarcely a play 
based on new football was used. 


Illustration No. 8 looks as though 
Johnny Magner is trying to ebtain a 
Gotch toe hold, but actually it illus- 
trates how- one’s ankle can be easily 
broken, intentionally or unintentionally. 
The player with the ball, instead of 
falling flat on his abdomen, with his 
arms and legs spread out flat, falls on

most vicious systems of stopping a man 
coming through the line. The defensive 
player seizes the back of the opponént’s 
head with one hand and the jaw with 
the other, and, if disposed to wrench 
the head, could easily break the neck, 
especially when the reinforcing men 
continue to shove and push. 


Illustration No. 6 represents another 
method, and one too commonly em- 
ployed, of stopping a player coming 
through the line, by the use of a quick 


vere injuries to the head. 

HERE are many other kinds of 
Be tricks to injure players, some in- 

tentional and many not intended, 
and nearly all now unused in college 
football. However, there still exist a 
few coaches who covertly teach the 
“dirty” game. While much attention 
has been paid to “slugging,’’ as a mat- 
ter of fact, it is the least dangerous of 
all dirty’ plays, since it never results 
in permanent injury. Moreover there 
is far less slugging than is generally 
claimed. 

One of the worst forms of “dirty” 
playing comes in the line of scrimmage, 
when opposing players kick the .pros- 
trate player in the ribs or drop on him 
with their knees. 

Another play is to hit a man in the 
thigh with the head. This usually gives 
the player “Charley horse’ and dis- 
ables him for the game. 

Football is not brutal if those in 
charge open up the game according to 
its possibilities. However, if they con- 
tinue to depend on mass plays because 
of failure to understand the new game, 
or because they are covering their pet 
plays for the big match games, they are 
making mistakes and helping to heap 





criticisms and edium upon the game.

BODY NOT RECOVERED 


Mishap Caused as Hunting 
Party Starts Out From 
St. Louis. 


Torn from the grasp of a compan- 
ion’s crushed hand. that sought to save 


him, Henry Froeckman, a-former Re- 
publican central committeeman from 
the’ Fourth Werd, ,was smothefed be- 
neath an overturned launch and was 
drowned at 3:% o'clock yesterday after- 


noon off Rutger. street. 


Policemen and rivermen searched for 


his body until 7 ‘o'clock. Darkness cqm- 


pelled them to givé up the quest until 


this morning, when. it will be resumed 


with the reinforcement of the crew of 
the harbor boat Erastus Wells. 

Froeckman was one of a party of 
five friends who ¢2ft Miller street in 
the 40-foot launch Elk a few min- 
utes: before the tragedy. They were 
bent on a Sunday's hunting up the 
river,-and the craft was stored with 
guns, ammunition and supplies. With 
Froeckman were Edward Mooney, 
J507 Chegtnut street; Frank MeDon- 
ald, a political follower of Froeck- 
man, who lived with him at 1603 
Olive street; John Kippenreiner of 
the same address, and Andrew Gal- 
laher of 3669 Russell avenue. 

; Engine Gocs Dead. 

The launch had nosed her way 
only about a block northwards ana 
towards the middie of the river, when 
the engine, a new one, went dead 
under the strain of combatting the 
current. Froeckman was acting as 
engineer. 

One of the men threw out an an- 
chor, but the rope was too short to 
permit it to catch fm the bed of the 
river, 50 feet below. The craft started 
drifting ashore, bearing down upon a 
double row of coal barges, which pro- 
jected about 200 feet into the river. 

The danger was seen by Capt. Georgs 
Hoffman of the tugboat Reliance, who 
went in pursuit of the Elk with his 
boat. Before he could reach the launch, 
it smashed against the outermost barge. 
Monney, in -attempting- to break the 
force of the collision with his right 
hand and arm, was injured by the 
erushing of his hand between the 
launch ,and the barge. All save he 
and Froeckman climbed upon the barge 
to safety. 2 

Capt. Hoffman threw out a rope and 
Froeckman, standing on deck, tied it to 
the gunwale of the Elk. Mooney and he 
remained standing on deck, the former 
holding to the barge with his uninjured 
arm. 
Scizes is Companion. 

The tugboat backed away und the rope 
tightened. Jn an instant Mooney svw 
that it had béen tied too high on the 
launch. He seized Froeckman with his 
injured arm just as the launch, answer- 
ing the pull of the rope, whirled over 
and threw her keel into the air, dragging 
Froeckman from his grasp and rolling 
him under in the water. 

ooney pulled himself up to the 
deck of the barge. The rope con- 
necting the two boats snapped, and 
the upturned launch drifted about 100 
feet south against another coal 
barge. 

The Reliance wag close behind, but 
the Elk slipped her prow under the 
barge, slid down beneath its hull and 
lodged there, six feet under watér. 
It is believed that Froeckman’s body 
wiil be found entangled in the sub- 
merged craft. 

Froeckman was 80 years old and 
single. His widowed mother, Mrs. 
Minnie Froeckman, lives @ 4216 
Evans avenue. Mooney’s injuries 
were treated at the City Dispensary.

Perpetual Motion Theory and an 
Old Self-Winding Clock 


‘How the Moon May Lift a City's 
Foundations 
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FTER digging deep into the history of the “perpetual clock” made 
A by James Cox over a century ago, Charles E. Benham has failed to 
find the clock itself. He has found its plan, however. Though “per- 
petual motion” is impoesible, it is said that a clock made this year on the 
Cox plan, would run until its machinery wore out, winding itself as it 
ran. 

Benham describes the machinery, point by point, so that any clock- 
maker ought to be able to make a perpetual clock of the same kind. Tv 
understand the reasonable chance it would have of running forever if 
rightly made, we must begin with the air. lt presses on the surface of the 
entire earth with a weight great enough to run more machinery than the 
earth has ever had on it. The total weight is figured out as “11,687,085 
trillion pounds.” It is vastly more than anyone can think. 

We can easily think of an inch square on the crown of our own heads. 


.The air directly over this weighs about 15 pounds. That is, it presses on 


an inch of our heads with a weight equal to 15 pounds of lead. It presses 
on the surface of our bodies with the same weight of 15 pounds to the 
inch. We would be crushed as flat as a folded newspaper if our bodies 
were empty of air. We are not crushed because the pressure is equal 
around the body and through it. The common barometer measures this 
air pressure by the way it balances a column of quicksilver in a tube from 
which the air has been pumred out. We use thc barometer to find whether 
the air is heavier or lighter. It becomes heavier when it has more water 
vapor in it. It is lightest when dryest. 

While the barometer helps to show the weather by showing the 
changes of air pressure, Cox got the idea of harnessing the pressure and 
making it wind his clock. He put inside his clock a tube of mercury, rising 
and falling with the changés of weather, as the barometer tube does. To 
this he joined “a cleverly contrived attachment moving a cogwheel, in 
such a way that whether the quicksilver rose or fell with changing weath- 
er, the wheel always turned in thé same direction and kept the weights that 
supplied the clock always wound up.” In answer to the question of whether 
such a clock would wind itself until worn out, Benham says that slight 

the weather changes might be, they gave more power than was needed 
wind the clock. : 

- Jt took some pains to keep the clock from being wound too tight to 
run. When this was got over, it kept on running. After- showing it for 
years, the inventor sold it to the Emperor of China. It has been lost sight 
of since 1804. It is now said that if the hundreds of inventors of perpetual 
motion machines will make clocks on the same plan, they will come 
nearer to. it than in any other way whatever. After examining the per- 


‘petual clock while it was running in 1774, the famous James Ferguson 


wrote that there “is no danger of its ever failing to go.” 

“Fhe highest village in Europe” is the inscription on a postcard which 
shows a group of wooden cottages on a bleak hill, with no sign of vege- 
tation in sight and having as a background a range of ice-covered moun- 
tains.

This has not yet been done in a way that will show finally what the 
movement is, if it really goes on regularly. Doctor Hecker of Potsdam 
in Germany, now feels sure that the movement does go on regularly every 
day and that he has found a way to measure it. He used a pendulum 
so arranged that it answers any movement of the earth’s surface 
under it It makes a record from which he calculates that the earth's 
surface riser and falls about § inches, twice a day, under the city of Ber- 
lin. He believes that this is caused by the moon and sun combined, as 
they pull on the earth’s surface. He thinks the moon's pull may have most 
to do with ft. ' 

Without using a greg tage or any other instrument, we can see why it 
was said several years ago in this country that the sun must lift the earth’s 
surface somewhat higher daily. We say that ail things expand with in- 
creased heat. As the earth turns its surface into the sun’s heat, in sum- 
mer, the power of the sun which is then raising hundreds of millions of 
tons of growing vegetation, may make a very considerable lift of the sur- 
face. If this takes place and the surface rises smoothly and falls smoothly, 
we would not feel it. If the rise-or fall were stopped in for any 
reason at any place, we would certainly know it. There would be an 
earthquake. If the stop were sudden and vinient, we could expect a sud- 
den and violent shock. With the forre that had moved smoothly. through 
the whole surface checked under our feet, we might see the surface. around 
us rising and falling in waves several feet high. In fact this has been 
seen often. It is often seen in violent earthquakes. 








| Kite-Flying Taught by the United | 
States Government 


HE United States Government has a flying scnool which is reported 
by telegraph in the papers. Great crowds watch the army officers 
who are being taught to fly with aeroplanes. It has another new 

school of which little is said by telegraph, though it has regular studied 
of the same kind. This is the new observatory station of the Weather 
ureau. 

It has been started to work on the top of one of the highest of 
the “Blue Ridge” in Virginia. The peak has been named “Mount Weather.” 
The Mount Weather Obeervatory is now fitted out with every thing needed 
for flying aeroplane kites and sending up balloons. The kites are “box 
kites.” They may be such “biplanes” as are used in the American. type 
of aeroplane. -As many planes (or cloth surfaces one above the other) can 
be oy aoe ae pig for experimenting. They are sent up by an electric 
motor & & drum which carri 50,000 feet of ve 
wire for use as kite string. retinas : - vase —_ 

When the wind is not strong enough to lift the kites, the students use 
balloons. They are filled from a hydrogen gas plant on the grounds. 
Neither kites or balloons are exrected to carry up men. They carry up 
instruments for studying the air at great heights above the earth. “The in- 
struments are self-recording. They show how the air moves, and other 
things we must now learn of what is going on overhead. 

One use is in foretelling the weather, but the Weather Bureay ig as 
much interested in some other things now as in its own life of work. Ir 
will use the kites for wireless telegraph stations to find how the “wireless” 
works scveral thousand feet in the air. Many other things are likely io 
be gone which were not thought of until everybody got much interested 
in the air because gasoline mctors beran working overhead.

It is related that two 
of these wolves hunted little children most skill- 
fully, the weaker going down near the place ~ here 
the children played, the large~ standing on a hill 
and watching to see if any adult was near, and 
then, all at once, a child was snatched up and 
taken into the thicket.

The self-control of the hunting 
dog, that points at its prey or brings it to his 
master, but never tries to devour it until allowed, 
is another instance of self-control.

Thus there were actually 493 more men 
among the registered dead of 1907 than of 1908, 
while in 1908 the number cf women who died in- 
creased over those of the previous year by 5033. 
About one-fifth of all deaths occurred among in- 
fants under one year of age, and over one-fourth 
were of children under five. Basing an esti- 
mate on the facts gained in the population area 
covered—about one-half of the total population—it 
is thought that at least 400,000 children under 
five years of age died in the United States last 
year. It is estimated that at least 50 per cent 
of these déaths among infants and children could 
have been prevented if the positive knowledge 
now in existence regarding the treatment of dis- 
eases were properly utilized. The safest period 
of life after passing the fifth year is when one 
is between the ages of 10 and 14. In 1907 there 
were 10,513 deaths reristered between those ages; 
in 1908, 10,588. In each instance this was 1.5 of all 
deaths occurring in the respective years men- 
tioned. A striking commentary on the accuracy 
of the various estimates exists in the fact that 
there is only the slightest variaticn of relative 
per cent in the records of different yea:.. The 
age period of from 10 to 14, quoted above, which 
is exactly the same in 1907-08, is the most strik- 
ing instance, but in no case does the death rate 


of any age period classified by the Cens:s Bureau, 


as related to the total number of deaths, vary 
more than 1 per cent from year to year, and in 
most cases the variation is only a fraction of 1 
per cent.

For the <zge period between 25 and 54 years 
there is a difference of less than 1 per cent in 
the annual death rate in the two years just 
passed. As an illustration: In 1908 there was 
a total of 28,635 deaths registered of _ rsons be- 
tween the ages of 25 and 29, which was 4.1 per 
cent of the total number of deaths. Between the 
ages of 50 and 54 there was a total of 34,128 
deaths, that being 4.9 pe: cent of the total num- 
per of deaths registered for tne year. In the 
latter case, of deaths between the ages of 50 and 
54, the rate in 1907 was exactly th same as in 
1908, or 4.9 per cent of the tot number dying. 
In 1907 those registered as dying betwe n the 
ages of 25 and 29 equaled 4.3 per cent of the to- 
tal.

In order’ to ascertain the number of tuberculous 
children in St. Louis, it is necessary for the new- 
ly established Department of Hygiene of the 
Board of Education to make careful medical ex- 
amination of as many children as possible. This 
is being done, but will, of course, take consider- 
able time. 

Under the authority of a State law anda city 
ordinance the medical supervisor of the public 


schools is excluding from the schools any open 


cases of tuberculosis found among the children. 
But the law requires that these cuildren must be 
educated, and it will be necessary, to comply 
with the law, to provide special open-air schools 
for these tuberculous children. 

A vast improvement in the sanitary operation 
of schools has begun. School. teachers, when 
found to be suffering from tuberculosis, are given 
an indefinite leave of absencs. If they are re- 
stored to health they are-permitted to resume 
their duties, but only if they can do so without 
danger to the health of the children. The new 
sanitary school buildings will undoubtedly de- 
crease the death rate among children suffering 
from all germ diseases. The defect in some 
schools of imperfect ventilation is being remedied, 
and with the establishment of a vacuum system 
for cleaning and the removal of all dust, the abo- 
lition of the unsanitary general drin«xing cup, and 
the substitution therefor of sanitary fountains, 
and a supply of pure fresh air; with these im- 
provements, and the establishment of the out- 
door schools for tuberculous children, the scheol 
system of St. Louis will be ali that is desired 
from the standpoint of health, as it is now in ed- 
ucation.

school by district nurses and medical inspectors. 

The ages of the children ranged from 7 to 13 
years, and the grades frorm one to eight. Two 
school sessions were held during the day, the 
first from 9 to 11:45 a. m., and the second from 
1:45 to 3:30 p. m. During the morning session 
a half-hour recess was given, in which the chil- 
dren played for 20 minutes in the open air, and 
sat quietly in one corner of the room for the last 
10 minutes, and drank a cup of hot soup. The 
windows were closed at the noon hour, and mary 
of the children brought their lunch and ate it in 
school. 

The largest number registered was 25, and the 
average attendance was 20. 

The name of the school was carefully selected, 
s0 as not to prejudice the parents against it, 
and all specia] instruction in regard to tubercu- 
losis was avoided, so as not to emphasize disease 
in the school.

A general inspection of all the children in the 
city schools was first made, and suspicious cases 
were given the eye test for tuberculosis, and 
practically all responded. After they entered the 
school their weight was taken regularly as often 
as once in two weeks. 
in the open at their studies in the severest weath- 
er in fall and winter, they were not afflicted 
with the head-colds and similar affections which 
children ordinarily have. 

In the winter the pupils sat out in the open 
in what are called “sitting-out bags,” provided by 
a sewing society of one of the churches, and all 
else was supplied by the city. Even during the 
severest weather the windows remained open, 
and by hot soapstones in the sitting-out bags, @ 
hot drink at recess and frequent trips to the 
stove, neither teacher nor pupils suffered from 
the cold, even in zere weather. 

The sitting-out oags are made of canvas or 
heavy cotton and are stuffed with cotton batung 
or other light material—anything that is a non- 
conductor of cold and will retain the natural heat 
of the body will do.

Last March a committee was appointed by the 
Schoo] Commission of Boston to investigate the 
problem of tuberculosis among the school chil- 
dren in that city. The Commission estimated 
that there were 5000 tuberculous children in the 
public schools of Boston. This statement is of 
special interest to St. Louis because Bogton has 
about the same population, and any estimate of 
the one might be applicable to the other. 

While it may be possible that there are that 
number of afflicted children in St. Louis public 
schools, yet this does not mean that there are 
5000 cases of tuberculosis in St. Louis far enough 
advanced to be a source of danger to other chil- 
dren. The numbey of such cases, in the opinion 
of the officers the St. Louis Municipal Commis- 
sion on Tuberculosis, is much smaller. 

Until recently it was believed that children 
were more prone to tuberculosis of the bones and 
glands than to pulmonary tuberculosis. Many 
trustworthy authorities, especially French and 
German, believe that infection with tuberculosis 
is nearly always acquired in childhood. The tu- 
berculous focus often remains inactive, but as the
